COUNTIES MAY GET 
CONTROL OF RELIEF 


State Senate Approves Plan to 
Abolish SRA and Limits 
County Cost 
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Relief may be administered by 
individual counties with the state 
paying a share of the costs if a 
bill approved by the senate yes- 
terday becomes lav. 

This step is of wide interest 
here because it has been the ob- 
jective of C. E. Grier for several 
years. As chairman of the county 
board of supervisors, Mr. Grier 
led a campaign that won state 
recognition and ultimate approval 
by the senate. The proposal trans- 
fers administration of relief on a 
“fixed ‘cost” basis and abolishes 
the state relief administration. 

In the bill the state guarantees 
to the counties that their relief 
costs will not exceed those for the 
1989-40 fiscal year. The bill con- 
tains almost every feature as ad- 
yocated by the State Association 
of County Supervisors.

VOTER MORTALITY 
HITS UPLAND LIST 


Upland Has 593 Fewer Voters 
This Year Than in 1941— 
Many Must Reregister 





That voter mortality has taken 
its usual toll is revealed by the 
purged list of San Bernardino 
county voters recently issued. 

Revision of the lists following 
the November election give Up- 
land city and township a total 
of 3,353 qualified voters. This 
shows a loss of 593 registerea vot- 
ers from the 1940 list, which num- 
bered 3,946 qualified voters. 


Upland city, with 2,903 voters 
now registered, shows a loss of 
498 from 3,401 on the November 
1940 list. “The township, consist- 
ing of San Antonio Heights and 
Camp Baldy precincts, lost 95 
voters from 545 in November, 
1940, to 450 at present. 

Some voter mortality is nor- 
mal, consisting of deaths, remov- 
als and absentees.

A digest of reports from the 
districts of Old Baldy council show 
Upland and Foothill districts to 
have excellent records in the ad-
